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(54) [TITLE OF THE INVENTION] Glass Guide Edge Member 

5 (57) [ABSTRACT] 

[SUBJECT] To make it possible to move a window glass of 
a door of an automobile up and down lightly, smoothly and 
stably. 

[SOLVING MEANS] Contact belt members 20A, 20B, 20C # 20D 
10 and 20E are provided integrally at those portions of a 

first tongue 14, a second tongue 15, a top plate portion 
11 and side plate portions 12 and 13 of a base member 10 
of a glass guide edge member 4 with which a window glass 
3 contacts under pressure, and a plurality of ribs 21 are 
15 formed on the contact belt members 20A to 20E such that 

they extend continuously over the overall longitudinal 
length along the longitudinal direction of the glass guide 
edge member 4. The contact belt members 20A to 20E are 
formed from a soft synthetic resin having a lower friction 
20 with respect to the glass than the base member 10, and 

the base member 10 and the contact belt members 20A to 
20E are integrated with each other by simultaneous 
protrusion molding . 



The first tongue 14 and the second tongue 15 are disposed 
in an opposing relationship to each other, and the first 
tongue 14 extends upwardly a little longer than the second 
tongue 15.
